Gould's Guiteau, 
New York, November 17. 

Colonel J. Howard Welles, charged 
with attempting to blackmail Jay 
Gould, was arraigned in the Toombs 
Police Court yesterday for examina- 
tion, which counsel waived. and the 
‘prisoner was remanded. The letters 
sent by Welles to Gould state that he 
will be ruined if stocks continue to 
nee, and before takiog his own 
Ute he will have the satisféction of 
killing Gould. That if stocks ad- 
vanced he was ruiped, and warned 
Gould to prepare for death ‘x® he in- 
tended killing him first and himself 
afterward; that he can borrow 830, 
000 from friends if Gould will lower 
the market; that he refused to meet 
Gould, saying he will meet him but 
once, and at home, when he is not 
surrounded by friends. Welles also 
reminds Gould of his former partner, 
Coey. In the fifth letter he thanks 
Gould for a temporary depression of 
the market, sayiog his influence 
caused it and not the Mechanic’s Bank 
defalcation. 


National Labor Congress. 
Prrrsnuna, Penn, November 17. 

In the National Labor Congress, 
John Garrett was elected President. 
Several speakers denounced convict 
labor, the Chinese, and favored the 
protection of Trades Union. A reso- 
lution wes adopted demanding the re- 
peal of the law known as “ thé Con- 
spiracy Aet,” to prevent Unions from 
the regulation of their own wages. 
They demand doing away with con- 
vict labor, and threaten to defeat any 
man who will not oppose it, in the 
State or National elections.

Formerly the same 
‘abstract methods that were used to 
teach older persons were applied to 
the youngest children in the teaching 
buproved system, 
a child is taught much more quickly 
by adopting methods auitable to ite 
age. The speaker was of the opinion 
that if the education of’children was 
neglected, property would be endan- 
gered, and the progress of civilization 
checked. Nhe colleges are beginning 
to wake up to the fact that thé gen- 
eral method of instruction in the com- 
mon schools is better than the systems 
they have been using for so many years 
without varying. 

The importanos of lookteg after the 
health of children in the pubiic school 
was dwelt upon, The Germans bave 
appointed commissioners to investi- 

gate the causes of nearsightedness and 
the color blindness among the pupils 
of their schools. The speaker urged 
upon the audience the necessity of 
having a library of books on methods 
of teaching, for reference, and said his 
department in Washington contained 

11,000 volumes and from 18,000 to 
20,000 pamphiets upon education. 
The General also favored the teach- 
ing of music in the public schools, as 
contributing to lighten the labors and 
making life more enjoyable in after 
years. In defense of drawing being 
taught he said that such instruction 

was necessary for success in mechan- 
ical arts. England at one time found 
that France and Germany were sup- 
planting her in the market for certain 
kinds of goods. A commission iusti- 
tuted inquiries and reported that it 
was because the boys of England were 
not taught drawing. 

Massachusetts was cited as ati in- 
stance to show the importance of in- 
structing boys in mechanic arts, for 


the future of the State depends * 
its manutacturers. The impossibility
